One of the new outbreaks started 
about two miles west of Elko, near 
the Canadian Pacific Railway tracks 
It has burned alongside the track to a 
point about a half a mile from Elko

It was not an isolated occurrence that 
the Edmonton exhibition this year drew 
the largest exhibit of livestock in its his- 
tory. At the Camrose fair additional ac- 
commodation had to be provided also, and 
reports from other important district ex- 
hibitions indicate a corresponding revival 
of interest in stock growing. 

This is dependable evidence that cent- 
ral and northern Alberta is getting back 
rapidly to the mixed farming which made 
it famous and prosperous, and for w hich 
it is so weil suited In this particular 
adaptability of the district to stock lies 
the hope that the change will be both pro- 
fitable and permanent. 

Stock-raising is not possible as a gen- 
eral practice in a great part of western 
Canada. And in no section of the west 
are the natural conditions so favorable as 
in the central and northern sections of 
this province, where abundance of water, 
pasture, winter feed and shelter provide 
all the primary requirements for a stock 
country. 

As these requirements do not exist 
throughout the west generally, there is 
little probability that the stock branch will 
be developed out of proportion and the 
market ruined through over-production.

THROTELING PUBLIC OPINION 

Hereafter when a member of the 
House of Commons is called to the cabinet 
he will not have to go back to his con 
stituents for re-election before accepting 
the salaried position. This is in line with 
the change in practice made in Great 
Britain some years ago, and the proposal 
has been widely favored in Canada, on the 
ground that these qualifying bye-elections 
are usually a waste of effort and money. 

But there is reason in the contention 
of Hon. E. Lapointe that there should be 
a time limit set to the exemption from 
the re-election requirement. In a newly- 
elected parliament it may be safely 
assumed that no member will be called 
to the cabinet who could not secure 
endorsement from his constituents. And 
when the general election has resulted in 
a change of premiers, it is obviously 
desirable that the new chief should be 
allowed to form his government and get 
it into action with the least possible delay 
and the minimum detraction from depart- 
mental duties. 

But when a parliament has outlived its 
own usefulness and the public confidence, 
it is not in the general interests that any- 
thing be done that would prevent the 
voters declaring that it is time for another 
general election. This they can do, and 
frequently do effectively, by defeating a 
group of new appointees to the cabinet. 
In fact it has been accepted, and is a valid 
rule, that when newly-chosen ministers 
cannot get re-elected it is time for the 
government to go to the country. 

As no time limit has been set, beyond 
which a new minister must seek endorse- 
ment, the electors are thus deprived of 
one means of showing their dissatisfaction 
with the government of the day and call- 
ing for a chance to put another govern- 
ment in power 


OUR OVER-WORKED PREMIER 


Along in the late winter when the pop- 
ular fancy began to turn to thoughts of 
luscious spring vegetables, an order-in- 
council was passed at Ottawa imposing a 
prohibitive tariff against new potatoes, 
carrots, cabbage and other alien delicacies 


of the kind. A day or so afterward these 
duties, or some of them, were removed 
Later on they, or some of them, were re- 
stored After that reports from the capi- 
tal came thick and fast until no one out- 
side the customs department could be sure 
whether the duties were on again or off

The budget also called for a flat tax 
against foreign publications, with the ex- 
emption of certain classes devoted to reli- 
gious, scientific and educational purposes 
Later came a decision that the tax would 
be changed from a flat rate to a schedule 
varying with the advertising content of 
the magazines. But on Thursday the Pre- 
mier said the tax will not come into effect 
at all as regards foreign newspapers, un- 
less and until an order-in-council is passed 
and proclaimed 

Antics of this sort on the part of a 
government are entertaining, but they are 
neither very dignified nor at all helpful to 
business. The backing and filling is the 
result mainly of Mr. Bennett's attempt to 
stage a one-man government. Within the 
limits of the constitution, and without re- 
gard to custom, it seems to be his purpose 
to play the role of Mussolini, with his as- 
sociates functioning as office boys. Benito 
may be able to govern Italy in that fash- 
ion, but that Mr. Bennett can rule Canada 
on the same lines does not necessarily fol- 
low. So far as he has got the indications 
rather are that he can’t. 

The obvious fact is that the Premier is 
an over-worked man, that he is determin- 
ing shifts of public policy without suffi- 
cient study, and bringing measures into 
force the side results of which he does not 
foresee. He should select a capable min- 
ister of finance without delay, and tell his 
colleagues in the cabinet to shoulder their 
proper departmental responsibilities and 
start to earn their salaries.

Some 
resort to bleaching, but when this is 
doné at home the usual result is 
streakiness or overbleaching, which, in 
turn, takes the life and elasticity out 
of the hair. 

For hair of the intermediate, 
characteriess hue between the pure 
blonde and the rich dark brown, the 
pure Egyptian henna pack is one of 
the most satisfactory treatments. It 
brightens the darker shades of hair 
without making them actually red 
and gives a flattering auburn tinge 
to the medium shades, It is also 
good for the hair itself, One must 
distinguish very carefully, however, 
between the unadultered red henna 
powder to which I refer now and the 
so-called henna dyes that come fn 
other shades. There if even a white 
henna which isn’t henna at all but 
merely a bleach. 

The henna pack is made by mix- 


| ing the pure Egyptian henna (about 


four or five tablespoonfuls is usually 
enough) with enoigh boiling water 
to make a smooth, creamy paste. Do 
the mixing in an enamel or china 
bowl and do not boil the pack. It is 
a wite plan to make a test on a 
small strand from the lower layer of 
hair, to see how long the pack should 
be allowed to remain on in ordér to 
develop the right color, For the méd- 
jum-drab sh four or five minutes 
is long enough to leave the henna, but 
for darker shades a longer period is 
required to bring noticeable results

TLLECILLEWAET GLACIER 
Observations were next made of the 
Tileciliewact Glacier. As far back as 
1887 observations of this glacier had 
been made by Messrs, W.S. and G. W 
Vaux and Miss Vaux, now Mrs 
Charles Walcott, wife of the late 
Director of the Smithsonion Institu- 
tion, Here a guide rock was marked 
with red paint in 1899, which still 
showed the markings clearly. In 1898 
they marked a rock “C" which was 
60 feet from the ice. By 1910 this dis- 
tance had increased to 426 feet, so a 
new rock was marked from which the 
ice was 162 feet distant, This latter | 
rock was now found and observations 
by triangulation showed that the toe 
had receded from it for more than 
half a mile, and steep, bare rock 
cliffs are seen where formerly a most 
spectacular icefall tumbled from sky- 
line in a wild confusion of seracs and 
crevasses, delighting the passengers of 
the daily trains that stopped for meals 
at the old Glacier House of CPR 
tourist fame, before the Connaught 
Tunnel was built. Of such notoriety 
was it that it was known far and wide 
as the Great Glacier of the Selkirks. 
The Illecillewaet Glacier {s the 
source of the river of the same name 
A mile below its exit from the ice it 
is joined by the Asulkan Brook, which 
races as a cascading torrent of white 
water in a deep valley overhung by 
glaciers, from which waterfalls leap 
over precipitous rima for many hun- 
dreds of feet. | 
VICTORIA GLACIER 


The Victoria glacier ts in full view 
from Lake Loulse Chateau. It is about | 
a mile from the south end of the lake 
The ice tongue is so covered by mor- 
ainal detritus of rock and scree that 
it is an impossibility to tell where its 
end lies Observations were begun 
here by the Vauxes in 1898. In 1906 


| 


a rock was marked by them from 
which the ice was distant 58 feet 
This rock was now found and the 


distance from it to the nearest visible | 
ice was estimated at 1,000 feet, but it 
is likely that the ice -overed by mor- 
ainal detritus is much nearer, for the 
rock and scree covering has prevented 
melting to so great an extent as in 
the case of the more exposed glacicr 
tongues previously referred to 

The results obtained emphasize very 
strongly the well known fact that the 
bodies of ice within the confines of 
the Canadian Rockies are very ap- 
preciably becoming leas, and that for 
many years milder climatic conditions 
have been making themselves felt

play of snow and ice, rock precipices, | 
torrents, primeva] forests and glacia] 
lakes is as entrancing as ever, the fact 
remains that these accessible ice 
features of superb spectacular interest
